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Directions and Parking:

Take the Wilbur Cross Parkway
(Route 15) to Exit 65. Take North
Turnpike Road (Route 150) as it
curves southwards. The entrance to
the Community Lake/Linear Trail
parking lot will be on the left just
after crossing over the Wilbur Cross
Parkway. The trail begins next to
the park entrance.

Permitted Activities:

Walking, biking, and skating are al-
lowed along the trail. Canoeing is
allowed in the Quinnipiac River.

Dog are allowed on leash. Please bag
and pick up all dog waste.
